3. Any act done by the Registrar under these rules may be modified or disallowed 
by the Sitting Judge in Chambers, and any such act shall, at the request of either party, be 
referred to such Judge. 

4, Every application for special leave to sue or to join causes of action or to obtain 
leave under section 43 of the Code may be made by an aitorney in Chambers at the time 
when the plaint is presented without petition ; provided that the grounds upon which such 
application is made arc set out with sufficient clearness, in the concluding paragraph of the 
body of the plaint.

Orders by the Vice-Chancellor and Syndicate of the Calcutta University. 


The following changes in the Regulations in Arts and Medicine, which have been 
sanctioned by the Senate and approved by His Excellency the Governor-Geueral in Couneil, 
are published for general information :— 


At the end of paragraph 5 of the Regulations for the Examination for the Degree 
of M. A., after the words “ languege from English ” the following words have heen inserted ; 
“ A candidate for the degree of M.A. in Sanskrit shall be allowed to take up Indiaw 
Palwography and Epigraphy instead of any group which he may seloct uf the text-books 
in Philosophy fixed by the Syudicate. The Syndicate to determine what coustitutes 
8 group for the purpose of this Regulation.” 

From paragraph 11 of the Regulations for the Examination for a License in Medicine 
and Surgery, and from paragraph 10 of the Regulations for the Examination for the 
Degree of Bachelor in Medicine, the following words have been omitred:—‘and in 
the case of a candidate who has already failed to pass, on the production of a certificate 
of. having attended a further course of hospital practice and clinical instruction, subse- 
quently to his last failure for one academical vear.” 





Paragraph 6 of the Regulations for the Examination for a License in Medicine 
and Surgery has been cancelled and the following words have been substituted for it :— 
« Bvery candidate shall be examnived in the following aubjects :~-(a} Descriptive and Surgical 
Anatomy, (4) Chemistry, organic and inorganic, having special reference to practical 
medical science, (c) Botany, so far as regards the anatomy, histology, and physiolory 
of flowering plants, (d) Materia Medica aud Pharmacy, so far as regards drugs contained 
in the British Pharmucopoia, (¢) General Anatomy and Physiology, (f) Practical 
Chemistry, so far as regards the testing of urine and urinary deposits, ‘The identifica- 
tion of microscopic prevarations shall form no part of any of the examinations in the 
foregoing subjects.” 

Paragraph 13 of the same Regulations has been cancelled, and the following words 
have been substituted for it:—° Every candidate shall be examived in che following 
subjects:—(a) Princinles and practice of medicine, (4) Principles and practice of Surzery, 
(c) Ophthalmio Medicine and Surgery, so far as regards the discases of tie conjunctiva, 
cornea and itis, (d) Midwifery, with the exceptions of the subjects of conception, genera 
tion and the physiology of the focus, (¢) Medical jurisprudence, with the exception of 
the subjects of birth, inheritance, legitimacy, paternity, hermaphroditism, impotence, 
insanity, and life insurance, (/) Hygiene and general patholozy. The identification 
of microscopic preparations shall form no part of any of the questions in the foregoing 
subjects, The subject of poisons, in the examination in Medical Jurisprudence, shail be 
limited to the paisons commonly used in Iudia; and in the subject of Patuolugy no question 
in special Pathology shall be asked,”

In these rules the term “ distressed scumen ” includes—

been shipwrecked, dischaged, or left bchind at any place ia British India, 
whether from any British ship employed in the merchant service, or from any 
of Her Majesty’s ships, or who have been engaged by any person acting 
either as principal or agent to serve in any sbip belonging to any foreign 
power, or to the subject of any foreign State, and who are in distress in any 
such place ; : 2 . 3 

(b) all seamen and apprentices not being native Indian subjecta who have been ship- 
wreoked, discharged, or left behind at any place in Britich India from any 
British ship registered in British India, and who are in distress in any 
saoh place, 

2. In toking charge of distressed seamen, the local authority will provide them with 
subsistence and clothing, as their nevessities may require, but npon the most reasonable terms 
sossible, and no more expensive clothing should be supplied to an officor than to a common 
aeaman. Beds and bedding should uot be supplied except under special eircamstanves, and 
the value of clothing should not exceed Ka, 10 for each person, In any case of unusual 
expense, when the local authority considers it absolutely necessary to deviate trom the fore- 
geing roles, or to provide relief for a longer period than one month, a statement of the 
exceptional cirenmstances which necessitated the further outlay is to accompany his accounts 
when transmitted for audit, Money payments to the seamen thomselves for purposes of 
relief must be avoided as far as practicable. 

3. In all cases to which section 62 of the Act applic, a report should bo submitted by 
the local Authority to the Government, in order to admit of the seaman’s wages (if any are 
due) and the expenses incurred in his bebalf being recovered from the master er owner or 
other person liable under seotion-63 of the Act.

4. Distressed seamen who are in receipt of relief are to be sent home by the earliest 
available opportonity, and British vessels requiring men to make up their complemeut. should 
be preferred in order to admit of the seamen earning wages while being so sent; but if no 
such vessel can-be found, and if there is no immediate progpect of any such vessel requirin:
